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PRIEST TELLS RESCUR STORY 


Member of Party Describes Ad- 
vance Into the Mine. 


AMAZED. TO FIND LIVING. 


First News Brought by Pounding on 
the Wall of Prison. 


Cherry, DL, Nov. 20.—A graphic de- 
scription of the discovery of the en- 
tombed from the viewpoint of the res- 
cuers was given by the Rev. James P. 
Heaney of St. Mary’s church, Mendota, 
Ill Father Heany, wearing a miner’s cap 
and a flaming torch, was down in the 
mine with the rescue party. He said: 

“Just about 2 o’clock when we were, 
as near as I can tell, 300 feet into the 
gallery from the hoisting shaft, our party 
slacked up becatise of a pile of débris in 
the way. Suddenly David Powell said: 

“* Listen, boys; I thought I heard some- 
thing.’ 

“ We were all silent. A faint pounding 
_as if- coming through the thickness of a 
wall wes heard. 

“*My God!’ said Powell. 
somebody is alive in there.’ 

“ Some of the other men replied: 

“* No, that is impossible. No one in the 
world thinks for a minute the men could 
live down here for seven days.’ 

“* Well, now,’ I said, ‘ let’s listen again.’ 


MUFFLED POUNDING HEARD. 

“We all listened for what seemed to 
be a full minute,” continued the priest. 
“Sure enough, there came the same muf- 
fled pounding sound we had heard be- 
fore. ‘Then we were too much affected 
to speak. We could not believe oar own 
senses. Grabbing picks and axes our men 
“began to tear down the loose pile of earth 
and rock. Frequently we stopped to hear 
whether, the poundings were continuing, 

“It took us several minutes to make 
much headway into the obstruction. Fi- 
nally 1, who had been in the rear, came 
‘forward and with a shovel relieved one 
of the men who had become tired out. 

“Tt was a weird scene. The lights of 
the torches on our caps, bobbing ap 
and down as we labored, filled the place 
with moving. shadows. 


BREAK INTO LIVING TOMB. 

“* Now, let’s stop and listen again,’ said 
Powell. Much to our delight the pound- 
ing sounds came louder, A few mote 
shovelfuls brought down the dirt from 
the top and a little black hole appeared 
before us. | 

“Two or three of us climbed over the 
dirt and yelled, °Are any of you alive in 
there, boys?’ | | 

“An answer came back, ‘ Yes,’ 

“ Before another word could be ut- 
tered the men began pulling at the dirt 
‘again and soon a large gap appeared 
We yelled in to them, ‘Hold one of our 
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will get you out in a minute and give 
you all the lunch you can eat. Be pa- 
tient as you can.’ 

“I couldn’t see anything back in there, 
for the men were in total darkness, I 
climbed back and prayed that God would 
make as many as possible the number we 
were about to rescue from the. living 
grave. 

EYES GLISTEN IN DARENESS. 

“By that time the hole was Wide open 
and a dozen pairs of glistening eyes shin- 
ing from black faces appeared in view, 

“We kept yelling in to the men to keep 
up their courage, promising them that the 
way would soon be clear and the cage in 
the hoisting shaft was down and ready to 
carry them up to the surface. 

“One of the men inside answered back: 
‘Most of us are all right and feeling fine, 
but there jn one poor fellow in here—a 
Frenchmaf called Frank—who is almost 
gone, and \I’m afraid he will be dead in a 
few minu if he doesn’t get some fresh 
air.’ ; 

LAST BARRIER TUMBLES. 

“When the pile of dirt fmally tumbled 
down some of the survivors were stag- 
gered by the inrush of air and the lights 
from our torches. For during seven days 
they had lived in total darkness, 

“ With a shout we jumpéd over and met 
them, throwing our arms around their 
necks and almost lifting them from their 
feet. It was dramatic. Their joy was 
inexpressible. They pounded us on our 
backs and continued to laugh and cry 
aloud until] the whole place reverberated 
with the cheering. cists 

MEN INSIST ON WALEING. 


“We wanted to carry the men to the 
hoisting shaft in our arms, but they in- 
sisted they. were strong and well enough 
to walk out themselves. The only trouble

Mr. Daniel Frohman’s return to ambition and activity is, one regrets to record, 
theuspicious. Possessing as he does the reputation of being the most literate of our 
producers, his enthusiastic sponsorship of “ The Commanding Officer” is inexplicable. 
That effort is such an irrational medley of theatrical stuff, absolutely without appeal 
to the reason of any save the most juvenile and unsophisticated of playgoers, that one 
Wonders at his acceptance of it and his flaunting association of his name. with its pro- 
duction. We are told that when Mr. Frohman indulges in mental relaxation he seeks 
oe of our well known solitudes, or another, and there regales himself with perusal of 
wildly improbable fiction of the Nick Carter sort. It must be that Mr. Sayre, the 
@uthor, having knowledge of this eccentricity, took advantage of Mr. Frohman in one 
@ these loose moods and stampeded him with the thrilling frameup of “ The Command- 
ing Officer.” Once upon a time Mr. Frohman gave utterance to the opinion, in a dis 
cussion of the problems that confront the manager, that plays must be more than well 
constructed and well written; that they must have ideas, individuality, and character 
& please the critical American audience and interest its honest temperament. Bvi- 
dently he made an exception in the case of Mr. Sayre’s play, for it is a prime example 
of the unideaed, commonplace, and characterless American drama. Every. type is 
frayed, every situation calculated. The noble colonel, the romantically foolish colonel’s 
Wife, the good lieutenant, the bad lieutenant, the brusque major, the misunderstanding, 

consternation, the accusation, the arrest, and the final felicitous finish are all there 
a they were, for instance, in Augustus Thomas’ “ Arizona,” though much less reason- 
ably. One thing that Mr. Sayre has not learned from his reading of the plays submit- 
fed to Mr. Charles Frohman is that the people who go to the theater are more skeptical 
than they used to be. The profitable majority of them decline to believe any more that 
& thing is to be accepted simply because it is in a play. They ask themselves if such

After a checkered scholastic career Harry 
slipped away from home and joined Hav- 
erly’s minstrels in 1879. His imitations made 
a@ great hit, but he did not care for black 
faced art, and he chanced to meet Charles 
H. Hoyt in a one night stand. It was5o’clock 
in the morning whem the introduction oc- 
curred, Mr, Hoyt wae sitting in a station 
lunchroom, gulping down a cup of coffee, 
while awaiting the train. Mr. Gilfoil stepped 
up to him and the following Hoytian conver- 
sation ensued: 

“*Is this Mr. Hoyt?”

The next season Mr. Gilfoil joined the Hoyt 
forces and remained with this master of 
farce for sixteen consecutive years. His first 
big hit was scored at the Bijou theater, New 
York, as “ Rats’’ in “The Tin Soldier.’’ 
His biggest popular success was attained as 
the station .mastér in “A Hole in the 
Ground,’ but the character delineation for 


which he received the most praise from Mr. 
Hoyt was Baron Sande in “A Stranger in 
New York.” Anent this role.. Mr. Gilfoll 
received a most flattering letter from Rich- 
ard Mansfield,-who witneseed the perform- 
ance and spoke of Baron Sands, as “ the 
antithesis of my own Baron Chevrial and in 


its way as artistic and as finished a crea- | 


tion.”” Mr. Gilfoil retains the communication 
from the master player of thie generation 
as the most valued souvenir of his. stage 
career, 

The death of Mr. Hoyt prevented Mr. Gil- 
foil from becoming a star, for at the time 
of his unfortunate demise the former had 
written the scenario of a play calléi “A 
Bunch of Blue Ribbon,” which, when cori- 
pleted, was to have been made the medium 
of Mr. Gilfoil's elevation to stellar honors. 

Mr. Gilfoill ie not only a phonetic mimic, 
but an excéMent character actor. Some of 
his greatest’ sucgesses have been s:or¢ed in 
the roles of old men and he.is among the 
highest salaried comedians on the stage. 
Also he is one of the wealthiest, possessing

He claims that since he made his début on 
the stage the character of American actors 
has improved wonderfully.

another picture of the troupers’* unhappy 
condition at that time, when they caused a 
panic in the village, the children running in 
fear, while the mothers calied to their neigh- 
bors: ** Here come the actors.’ Lock up your 
silver.” 

It was just before the present century that 
the.actor took himself seriously. The plays 
in which the actors appeared were given 
after Sheridan's ‘‘ Critic,"’ though it was not 
until Alexandre Dumas, the elder, put Kean 
on the stage that we had the grandiloquent 
figure that was more familiar to our fathers 
than to us. It would be an interesting point 
to work out as to whether Kean himself or 
Dumas’ play and its translations and adapta- 
tions was responsibie for the generation of 
actors whose specialty consisted in wild eyed 
eccentricity, tempestuous love affairs, and in- 
termittént intoxication. 

That sort of. thing has passed away. Our 
actors of today, even the most tragic of 
them, lead a comparatively conventional 
mode of life, are a reasonably sober and un- 
ceasingly industrious body of men, and if we 
may judge by what their managers tell us, 
they are the foremost figures in any old re- 
form movement that happens to be engaging 
the attention of newspaper readers. 

Prolific as were the piays about actors and 
the stage written by Frenchmen, few aside 
from the perennial “Adrienne Lecouvreur ”’ 
*have Had any great success. When they are 
serious they mainly exploit the versatile tal- 
ents of sotné actor or actors, and when they 
aré comic. they fail so far as the English Jan- 
guage is concerned to have that delighiful 
aroma of truth that was found in Pinero’s 
“ Trelawney of the Wells,” bullt so skillfully 
out of his own experience. 

Mr.. Hopper’s song comedy is said to show 
us the modern actor with his conventional 
qualities, and insistence is laid by the ad- 
vance guards on the fact that In his makeup 
the comedian will be picturesque, but not 
unueual. The fact that he is forced to play 
the part of an educator in order to get him- 
self out of a financial difficulty has eugges-

The effort to establish a third weekly 
concert a couple of seasois ago was a failure. 
There was no support, in spite of the best 
offerings in the way of soloists and popular 
programs that could be selected. The audi- 
ences which filled Paderewski’s pockets with 
me le paper were not representative 


audiences, because a large proportion of 


those present was not of the regular concert 
public. The addition of 2,000 people to the 
Theodore Thomas Orchestra clientele will 
account for the real enthusiasts who pay 
money for recitals regularly. 

We doubt whether these figures will re- 
quire readjustment for Boston or for New 
York, leaving out of consideration the opera 
craze. 

These are the facte of thecase, Weao not 
question the statements that indicate coin- 
cidence in the adjustment of today’s concert 
dates. We impeach ne one—managers, 
artists, public, or fate. We recall simply 
that the potato crop has been ruined by too 
much rain several times,

The Mendelssohn club has a splendid rec- 
ord of achievement in the years of its activ- 
ity. The organization has been maintained 
at a high standard of efficiency and this effi- 
ciency has never been sacrificed to the false 
estimate which places size before artistic 
work. The esprit de corpe is partly behind 
the explanation, for the most severe tests 
have been met by active and proposed mem- 
bers in the spirit that imposed the condi- 
tions. 

The quality of the Mendelssohn's programs 
hes been uniform.

Coffee. 


During ten years’ experience as teacher of 
cookery, and since I have been putting my 
theories into practice in my own home, no 
question has been asked more often than 
“ How do you make good coffee?’ 

I think many of the inguirers have been 
surprised that I have not given‘them a hard 
and fast rule at once, but instead I have 
said: “I will teH you how you can't have 
poor coffee.” These are the maxims: 

Buy geod coffee. Grind just before usizc. 
Use a clean scalded coffee pot, not tin. Use 
freshly bofled water. Do not allow the 
aroma to escape. Do not extract the tan- 
nin. 

The proportions are one rounding tabie- 
spoon of coffee to‘each cupful of Water. 

Pour two cupfuls of either cold or bolling 
water on the coffee in coffee pot. Let this 
boil, two minutes, add remainder of water, 
remove to back of stove, and steep not mote | 
tFan ten minutes. Add tablespoon of cold 
water and serve at once. — 

The question of using egg for settling 
coffee is one over which there is much dis- 
eussion. Every one admits that using egg 
in coffee makes a clear, sparkling beverage. 
When egg is used, the white should be mixed 
with the coffee in the coffee pot; add cold 
water, 

coffee. 

A little more coffee is required when eee 
is used, as the albumen coats over the parti- 
cles of coffee, and some of the strength as 
well as the flavor of the coffee is kept in. 

When one enters a house where coffee is 
being made he remarks: “ How good the 
coffee semelis!” We all like the aroma of 
good coffee, but when this delightful odor 
is allowed to be expeligd, the coffee lacks 
just that much in favor. 

If the coffee pot spout has not a cover, 
stuff it with paper to keep the aroma in. 
Tannin is (he principal In both tea and coffee 
which is harmful. This is extracted by long 
boiling or by allowing it to stand too long on 
the grounds. 

When the thrifty housekeeper wishes to 
save the leftover coffee should be turned 
off the grounds into an earthen bowl] and 
kept covered. It is much better to learn 
about how much coffee. will be required, 
and to make just the amount than to have 
coffee left to warm over. 

The olf fashioned method was to set away 


the tea and coffee pot without being emptied : 


or washed. Too often to be warméd over for 
the next meal, adding more .tea or coffee 
with additional water. We cannot be too 
thankful that cooking schools and scientific 
résearch have relegated such notions to the 
dark ages. The harmfulness of coffee de- 
pends largely upon the method of making. 
The fact of greatest importance in making 
coffee a wholesome beverage is to keep the 
tannin from being extracted.

The reports from New York of a big shake- 
up in the Rock Island and Frisco, and that 
B. F. Yoakum, chairman of the executive | 
committee, and President B. L. Winchell had 
resigned or were about to resign on account 
of friction with the Moore brothers and Reid 
interests, were the principal topics of con- 
versation among railroad officials yesterday. 

No confirmation of the reports yet is avafi- 
able. The Rock Island officials here say the 
situation is developing in New York and they 
are awaiting anxiously Mr. Winchell’s ex- 
pected return early in the week. 

In connection with the rumors involving 
men at the head of the system it was reported 
yesterday that the shakeup would extend to 
many heads of ments, and that ci. U. 
Mudge. second vice president of the Rock 
Island, would be elected first. vice president 
of the Frisco, succeeding C. R. Gray, who 
is expected to succeed A. J. Davidson as pres- 
ident. 

According to this story, F. O. Melcher, now 
general manager, would succeed Mr. Mudge 
as second vice president and that W. 8. Tins- 
man, manager of the Southern and Choctaw 
districts, would succeed Mr. Melcher. 

It is said that H. 8. Cable, son of R. R. 
Cable, who’ died last week, is to resign on 
Dec. 1 as general superintendent of the cen- 
tral district at Davenport, ia., to assume 
charge cf. his father’s estate. 


Promotions on Santa Fe. 

c. F. W. Felt, chief engineer of the Gulf, 
Colorado and Santa Fé at Galveston, Tex. 
has been appointed chief engineer of tne 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé railway, with 
office at Topeka, Kas. He succeeds C. A. 
Morse, who recently was promoted to™be 
chief engineer. 

The old report that the Northwestern was 
to build a new suburban station at Kinzie 
and North State streets was revived yester- 
day, but was denied by officials of the road 
In the $20,000,000 passenger termina! now 
being’ built at Canal and Madison streets 
elaborate preparations have been made for 
suburban passengers, and it is stated that 
the building has been planned on a scale 
which is expected to provide ample accom- 
modations for all trains, both suburban ani 
express, for many years to come. 


MELON STIRS SHIPPERS’ IRE. 


Chicago Business Men Aroused by 
Size of the Wells-Fargo 
Profit Sharing. 


The announcement of the 300 per cent stock 
dividend declared by the Wel’s-Fargo Ex- 
press company has served to fan the flames 
of resentment of the shippers who are seek- 
ing “downward revision” of express rates 
throughout the country. 

The Chicago Association 0 Commerce, 
which is taking a leading part in the fight 
to have the Illinois railroad commission 
prescribe reasonable maximum express rates 
in Illinois, yesterday received assurances of 
cobperation from the secretaries of the Mij- 
waukee Merchants and Manufacturers’ agso- 
ciation and the Iowa Manufacturers’ asso- 
clation, which has secured a hearing on ex- 
press rates in lowa before the Iowa ratiroad 
commission for Dec. 2. 

The secretary of the Milwaukee associa- 
tion states that the Wells-Fargo company 
which succeeded the United States 
company on the lines of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul railway about Sept. 1, 
has advanced the rates out of Milwaukee 
from 10 to 50 per cent. 

The hearing before the Iowa commission 
is a continuation of a case of two years’ 
standing in which the shippers contend that 
the rates in Iowa are excessive. 

The letter states that the companies are 
preparing to put up e stiff fight at the hear- 
ing but the shippers take the position that 
an adjustment of express earnings is likely 
to be hastened by the revelations recently 
made of the profits derived from the express 
business. 

‘On Dec. 9 the Illinois commission will con- 
duct another hearing on express rates at 
Chicago. At this meeting the testimony of 
the Chicago shippers against the excessive 
rates will be renewed, and the companies 
will present documentary evidence and ora] 
testimony on their side of the case.

Are We Becoming Slavesof Convention? 


ELL,” the young man said to his companion in 
the car seat in front of me the other day, “ you 
see, it was hardly worth while making trouble 
about. It didn’t hurt me any—I just passed it 
up and let it go.” 

I don’t know what the circumstance was, 
or when, or where. But from the attitude of 
the young man’s friend and the earnestness 
with which he spoke I gained the impression 
that this young man who had avoided “a 
scene” somewhere had done so either from lack 
of courage or through a mistaken sense of what 
his man’s duty was under the circum$tances. 
For judging by appearances his companion was 

: of gentle breeding and good taste, and it could 
not be mistaken that this companion was disturbed at the confessed 
inaction of his friend. And as between the two men, my judgment 
would have backed up the man in protest as being the better, saner 
judge of the circumstance, whatever it might have been. 

Often the thought has come to me that under niodern conditions 
we are becoming slaves of the conventions to a.dangerous degree—to 
a degree dangerous to that spirit out of which this republic was born 
and assumed a power among the nations of the world. 

Our children in the public schools are taught reverence for the 
fighting spirit of 1776, out of which came the declaration of inde- 
pendence. Heroes of 1812 are pointed out for hero worship.. Statues

fought and died for preservation of the United States of America. 
Memorial day, Flag day, the Fourth of July—these are national holi- 
days set apart for reverencing those men who fought to kill in defense 
of their rights and their liberties. 

But tt may be a sad day for little Johnny Smith when, insulted 
openly and willfully by little Willie Jones on the school playground, 
Johnny strikes out from the shoulder and punishes the offender. Little 
Johnny discovers suddenly that not only is it not “ nice to fight,” but 
the wrong of it is pressed home to him in a punishment that to his 
young mind is more than a repetition of the origina] offense.

exaggerated wrong committed by Johnny little Willie escapes even 


reprimand for having willfully precipitated the whole trouble! 

If this condition were. applicable only to the primary grades in 
school its dangers would be largely insignificant. But all through the 
school course and on itito young Smith’s everyday: contact with a civ- 
flized world Smith finds the same seemingly popular opinion prevailing. 
He has to learn—in spite of his schooling in hero worship of history— 
that only the courts of law may give him redress for individual insult 
and wrong. And to get this redress he must pay money for the

Observance of Chanksgiving Day Had Its Beginning Among Pe 


HE idea is prevalent in the Unit 
States that our Thanksgiving festiva 
is peculiarly an American custom of 
New England origin. This is true in 
part only. The general observance 
through many years of a set day on which 
to give thanks‘to Almighty God for his 
blessings has made the custom distinctively 
American; but its origin long antedates the 
settlement of this western continent, and 
we must look elsewhere for it 
The idea of Thanksgiving day goes back 
to remotest antiquity. It !sa part of natural 
religion, and is probably as old as the 
human race. In written records we have 
ample evidence that the festival was cele- 
brated in connection. with “ tne fruits of the 
earth ’’ by the ancient Egyptians, the Jews. 
the Greeks, and the Romana Long before 
Luther's revolt from Rome in the sixteenth 
cegtury it had been observed by the Chris- 
tians; and after the reformation, thanks- 
giving days were in frequent use by the 
Protestants, especially those of England. 
In old Egypt, when the harvest had been 
gathered, it was the custom to observe a 
day of feasting, and to lay offerings upon 
the altars of isis, the goddess of agricul- 
ture. The Jewish festival was the “in- 
gathering,/’ or the “feast of the taber- 
nacle” mentioned in Exodus and other 
parts of the Old Testament. This was more 
particularly a thanksgiving for the fruit 
harvest, but as it came at the close of the 
entire harvest, it probably was intended 
also as a genera! thanksgiving “for the 


with oblations of “ wine, milk, and honey.” 
Theocritus refers to it in the Seventh Idyl, 
where Simichidas says: ‘‘ Now, this is 
our way to’ the Thalysia; for our friends, 
in sooth, are making a feast to Demeter 
of the beautiful robe, offering the first 
fruits of their abundance, since for them 
{n bounteous manner the goddess has piled 
the thrashing floor with barley.” 

The goddess of the Roman harvest was 
Ceres. Her festival was celebrated an- 
nually and was ¢alled Ceralia. It was a 
day for worship and rustic sports. Men 
and women formed processions and went 
to the fields: with music. Virgil refers to 
this festival. He mentions the sacrifices 
that were offered in the temples and alludes 
to the joyousness of the occasion. 

~~ 

In one way or another, Thanksgiving day 
had been observed in Christian Europe for 
centuries before its celebration in New 
England. On the continent, and for atime 
in England, it occurred at Martinmas, 
which was a day of feasting and drinking. 
Occasionally, too, efvil authorities recom- 
mended the observance of some fixed day. 
To celebrate the victory of King Henry 
V. of Engiand at Agincourt, Oct. 25, 1416, 
a public thanksgiving was held on Sunday, 
the feast of St. Hdward, the king and con- 
fessor. Such a day, too, was observed in 
Leyden, Holland, Oct. 8, 1575, the frst an- 


niversary of that city from the siege by 
the Spaniards. 

Many instances of thanksgiving days can 
be pointed out in England during the six- 
teenth and seventeenth centuries. In 1559, 
the second year of Elizabeth's. reign, 


‘Thanksgiving day entered Rogation day. 


Then it was ordered that thanks should be 
given to Almighty God “ for the Increase 
and abundance of his fruits upon the 
earth.” In this reign, too, there was a 
great national thanksgiving day that Is 
worthy of note. This occurred on Tuesday, 
Nov. 19, 1588, and was tn commemoration 
of the great victory over the “ invincible 
armada.” It has been described by Nicol 
in his ‘‘ Progress of Queen Elizabeth,’ by 
Stowe, and by some other contemporary 
writers. We are told that “the day was 
kept holy throughout the realm, with ser- 
mons, singing of psalms, bonfires, etc., for 
joy and thanksgiving unto God for the 
overthrow of the Spaniards, our enemies, 
on the sea; and the citizens of London in 
their Hveries that day had a sermon at 
St. Paul’s cross tending to that end,” 

One legal and annual thanksgiving day 
because of the long time it was such de- 
serves special mention. After the traitors 
in the gunpowcer plot had been tried and 
punished in 1005 it was ordered that be- 
cause of their delivefance the English peo- 
ple should keep the 6th of November every

year “as a pubite thanksgiving to Al- 
mighty God, that unfeigned thankfulness 
may never be forgotten and that all ages 
to come may yield praises to God's divine 
majesty for the same.” The “ Sth ef No- 
vember ”’ continued a legal thanksgiving 
day for more than two centuries, but if 
later years it fell intO disuse, and in 1883 
was abolished by parliament.

Long before the advent of the pilgrims 
in Massachusetts, all rituals contained ex- 
pressions of gratitude to God for his 
mercies. In that of the Church of Eng- 
land. special prayers were provided for the 
Sunday service. This service, however, 
must be carefully distinguished from the 
Thanksgiving day of the pilgrim fathers. 
Failure to make this distinction has led to 
the groundless claim that the Popham 
colonists were “‘the first to keep Thanks- 
giving day’”’ in America. The service at 
Monhegan on which this claim is based 
was the regular Sunday service of the 
Church of England, and while it had an 
element of thanksgiving the day can tn 
nowise be regarded as a Thanksgiving day 
as that term is understood. Contemporary 
evidence refutes. all claim to the contrary.
